Trans­ 
lated into “terms of human suffer­ 
ing,” unemployment figures consti­ 
tute a matter of grave concern to 
every resident of every nation of the 
globe, the king said. 
The delegates, who included ten 
prime ministers, 19 foreign secre­ 
taries and a host of cabinet officers 
and financial and economic experts 
from all over the world, stood in 
rapt silence as King George deliver­ 
ed his address into a gold and silver 
microphone. 
The king’s words rang clearly thru 
the crowded conference hall, busi­ 
nesslike and clean in its color scheme 
of green and gray. 
King George was greeted on his 
arrival by Prime Minister J. Ram­ 
say MacDonald, who was waiting at 
the canopied entrance to the mu­ 
seum when the monarch drove up in 
a royal limousine with three attend­ 
ants. 
MacDonald Chairman. 
The premier and the king shook 
hands, and MacDonald immediately 
conducted the monarch to the dais. 
Delegates and correspondents rose 
to their feet, and King George 
launched into his speech without a 
moment’s delay.

Federal Tax Laws 
Revision Is Urged 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, 
June 
12.—The 
senate’s revelation of income tax 
avoidance by partners in J. P. Mor­ 
gan & Co. today brought a demand 
from Speaker Henry T. Rainey of 
the house for a complete revision of 
the federal tax laws. 
Rainey, one of the authors of the 
original income tax law in 1913, pro­ 
posed federal taxes through deduc­ 
tion of business losses. Other lead­ 
ers, particularly Senator Reed (R) 
of Pennsylvania, suggested adoption 
of a general sales levy, with necessi­ 


ties exempted, to reach the tax- 
dodgers. 
He said: 
“There is only one remedy and 
that Is a gross income tax law. It 
might be arranged to apply lightest 
on the less wealthy and perhaps be­ 
come an auxiliary to our present 
system. There would have to be ex­ 
emptions, say on Incomes up to 
$15,000 or 20,000, with the gross in­ 
come tax reaching the big incomes. 
“People will never be itisfled with 
a system where a man can build a 
$2,000,000 yacht and pay no tax. A 
gross income tax law looks like a 
capital levy but is not.”
